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` THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which itis designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in tbe 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and abgolite truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
een interpretation of Nature and the 
Bible. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell, and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe. 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, * 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity, Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body. 

Messianic Law.—The coming of the 
Messiah is as inevitable as the reproduc- 
tion of the seed. The divine Seed was 
sown nineteen hundred years ago; the 
firstfruit is another Messianic personality. 
The Messiah is now in the world, declar- 
ing the scientific Gospel. 

Reincarnation is the central law of life— 
the law of the resurrection; reincarnation 
and resurrection are identical. Resur- 
rection is reached through a succession of 
re-embodiments. One generation passes 
into another; the millions of humanity 
march down the stream of time together. 


The Spiritual World.—Heaven and hell 
are in humanity, and constitute the 
spiritual world; the spiritual domain is 
mental, and is in the natural humanity— 
not in the sky. 

Human Destiny.—Origin and destiny 
are one and the same. The origin of man 
is God, and God is man’s destiny. God is 
the highest product of the universe, the 
apex of humanity. Absorption into 
Nirvana is entrance into eternal life—in 
the interior spheres of humanity, not in 
the sky or atmosphere. 


Immortality in the Flesh.—Koreshan- 
ity declares and defines the laws of im- 
mortality, and its attainment in the 
natural world. The first step is recogni- 
tion of the Messiah and the application of 
his truth. KorzEsu was the first in modern 
times to announce the possbility of over- 
coming death in the natural world, in the 
flesh. 

Celibacy.—The saving of human life 
consists in the conservation and appropria- 
tion of life in humanity. To become im- 
mortal, one must cease to propagate life 
on the plane of mortality. The standard 
of Koreshan purity is the virgin life of 
Jesus the Messiah. The Central Order of 
the Koreshan Unity is Celibate and Com- 
munistic. Celibacy obtains in the cen- 
tral nucleus, never in the world at large. 


Psychology.—Koreshanity points to the 
basis of all psychic phenomena—the hu- 
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man brain. It explains the phenomena 
of spiritism, mental healing, etc., and 
teachesthe science of the relation of mind 
and matter. 

The Bible.—The Bible is the best 
written expression of the divine Mind; it 
is written in the language of universal 
symbolism, and must be scientifically in- 
terpreted. Koreshanity demonstrates the 
truth and scientific accuracy of the Scrip- 
tures, and proves its astronomy, alchemy, 
theology, ethnology, etc. There is no 
conflict between the Bible and genuine 
Science; the Bible and the natural uni- 
verse must agree in their expression of 
the divine Mind. 

Communism.—Koreshanity advocates, 
communism, not only of the goods of life 
but of life itself. It has not only the 
scientific theory of communism, but is 
practically communistic in the relations 
and affairs of its own people, In this it 
corresponds -to the primitive Christian 
church, where all things were held in 
common. The bond of the true com- 
munism is the true religion, and the 
central personality of the divine com- 
munism is the Messiah. 

Koreshan Socialism.—Our Social System 
is patterned after the form of the natural 
cosmos; that form is the natural expres- 
sion of the lawsof order. Wedemonstrate 
the fallacy of competism; advocate the de- 
struction of the money power; the control 
of the products of industry by the govern- 
ment, and the equitable distribution of 
the goods of life. Koreshanity will abolish 
wage slavery, and make it impossible for 
men to accumulate wealth and impoverish 
the people. 


Church and State.—The true form of 
government is the divine Imperialism, the 
unity of church and state; such will be the 
Kingdom of Godin earth. The Govern- 
ment of the New Age will be in the unity 
of the empire and the republic,involving 
the principles of all present forms of 
government, which are but fragments of 
the perfect system which existed in 
ancient times—in the Golden Age of the 
past. The government of the universe is 
imperialistic, and humanity will consti- 
tute a unit only when every class is em- 
placed at rest and liberty as are the strata, 
stars, and spheres of the physical cosmos.

+4 HE WORLD IS GROWING BETTER!” This is 

the constant cry of the peace-makers. The 
schemes of Standard Oil as portrayed by Miss Tarbell 
and Thomas A. Lawson would indicate that ‘‘culture, 
refinement, and intellectual development” contribute 
to the accomplishment of subjugating the masses for 
the exploitation of the fruits of their industry for the 
luxury of the mercenary and heartless oppressor. Has 
there been some truth asserted concerning Standard 
Oil? And ifso, What? “The world is growing better!” 
Isit true that the great insurance companies of the 
United States have been violating the moral and finan- 
cial obligations of these great “trusts,” and is this rob- 
bery of the people indicative of the fact that ‘‘the world 
is growing better”? Do the gambling operations of 
Wall Street furnish proof that the world is improving 
in that one great central pivot, around which all the 
modern activities of the competitive commercial and 
financial system of the world revolve? Commerce is 
the heart of the great arterial system of the world, the 
very life source of all its active functions. Is commerce 
(domestic, religious, and secular) imbued with the love 
of God and the neighbor? If not, then this seat of uni- 
versal activity is proof that the world at its most vital 
center is growing worse. 

Says the New York Press, speaking of the graft 
system of the angelic Quaker City and the grafters: 
“They didn’t even wait for an election over there. They 
went after the scoundrelly councilmen and beat them 
into regard for the public’s rights with the most terrible 
weapon that has ever been used in American politics— 


the SocrAL Boycorr. When the people of Philadelphia 
were about to be robbed again as they had often been . 
robbed before,—but the robbery was no worse than the 
robbery of New York City every year,—they rose in the 
‘mighty fury of the patient man’ of which the poet 
warns us. They pleaded with the thieving councilman 
at first. They sent him letters and postal cards by 
wagon loads. They kept his office telephone buzzing 
allday. They besieged his house. They bombarded 
him in the public press. When appeals failed, and the 
councilmen were still as defiant as the Albany crooks 
[referring, of course, to the representatives of the people 
of the great Empire State], the traitors were openly told 
by word of mouth that their crimes against the people 
were worse than those of the burglar or the pickpocket. 
Groups of constituents stopped them on their way from 
work to home, and from home to business, to tell them 
so. Their friends shunned them. The butcher, the 
baker, and the candlestick-maker refused to give them 
supplies. Their innocent children were jeered in the 
public schools as the offspring of boodlers. There was 
only one escape for the Philadelphia boodlers, and that 
was the breaking of their criminal bargains with the 
‘oas ring.’ They surrendered, some tearfully and some 
sullenly, but they did surrender, all of them.” 

This is asad commentary upon the discrimination 
of the masses who were first responsible for the election 
of this same lot of murderers and cut-throats. Are the 
people growing wiser, while they are constantly ex- 
changing one gang of thieves for a more venal and 
more hungry gang? “The world is growing better!” 
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The recent violation of what the citizen calls his most 
sacred rights, by Tammany—the worst combination of 
thieves ever organized into a gang to loot and despoil 
the people, and which deliberately planned to deprive a 
legally-elected citizen of the city of New York to its 
Mayoralty from entering upon the functions of his 
office, and not only laid the plans but found enough of 
the voters of that self-same city sufficiently degraded 
for their purposes, the grafters and the voters alike—is 
another demonstration that “the world is growing 
better.” 

The recent war—wherein a Japanese inventor by 
the name of Shimose concocted the most deadly ex- 
plosive, forced to the act for the protection of his 
country and its homes from oneof theforemost maraud- 
ing “Christian” nations—a fearful struggle, with all its 
terrible conseguences, on the one side for the perpetuity 
Of its nationality, on the other, for tbe purposes of 
commercial plunder, with all the horrors entailed, tells 
the story that “the world is growing better.” The 
preparation of all the Christian and “heathen” nations 
for war, placing their navies and armies on the basis of 
the most approved war footing, each nation distrust- 
ing its neighbor, indicates the fact that “the world is 
growing better.” The great fact that the time would 
come when no man could buy or sell without the mark 
of the beast, either in his forehead or in his hand, (the 
beast signifying the love of money, the mark in the 
forehead meaning the possession of the credit or the 
capital upon which credit is founded, and the mark in 
the hand signifying the money in the hand,) goes to 
show that “the world is growing better,” 

There was a time when there Was so much love to 
God, and upon this love was established the right to 
appeal to the neighbor through this concomitant love, 
that the mark in the forehead or in the hand was not 
necessary for the means to live. There was a time 
when the brethren in Christ so loved one another that 
the mark of the beast was not essential to the preserva- 
tion of the bond of fellowship. All this has been ob- 
literated in the fall of the church and its entrance upon 
the pagan methods of the world. If the prophets were 
wrong, and if the Lord was a malefactor and his Apos- 
tles were charlatans, then the world may be “growing 
better.” Butif they were true, then the world will not 
grow better until the great and dreadful day of the 
Lord destroys the old church and state, as predicted by 
the inspired men of old. That time shall not come till 
there be a falling away first, and that man of sin be re- 
vealed. This fall is the fall of the church; and the “man 
of sin” will be found in the church, not merely as the 
revelation of the Son of God who took upon himself the 
sins of the world, but as the very old serpent himself, 
the money power, as now revealed in the commercial 
world where the love of money holds universal sway 
and enslaves the souls of men. 


“The love of money is the root of all evil,” and 


this was and is the old serpent the devil; therefore the 
time when all evils are to be eradicated will not come 
until the money power is destroyed. How will this 
change be wrought? Will it be through the processes 
of socialism and anarchy? No, but it will come when 
the evils of anarchy have destroyed the foundation 
of the church and governments of the world, when 
the power of the science of the Almighty institutes the 
love of God and the neighbor, and when the love of the 
evil uses of money sways no more`the hearts of men. 
“Behold, I make all things new.” “Old things shall 
pass away,” “The old heavens [the old church, because 
it has become corrupted] shall be no more.” “And 
there shall be new heavens [church] and a new earth 
[state], wherein dwelleth righteousness.” _ 

With all the optimism of the modern peace-maker, 
the world is full of unrighteousness, anarchy, and 
chaos. The love of money is substituted for the love of 
God, and the love of looting and exploiting the prod- 
ucts of the industrious of the world is substituted for 
the love of the neighbor. We challenge the would-be 
peace-makers of the world, who cry “peace! peace!” 
when the spirit of peace has departed from the hearts 
of men, to furnish one jot of evidence that the world is 


. growing better. Bitterness and jealousy rankle every- 


where and in every heart throughout the world, and 
the lovers of peace, when opposed, show as much of the 
ugly venom of desperate means to their ends, as the 
most venal accomplice of the money power. 

When the Christ arises in the product of his plant- 
ing, and the Sons of God stand in their lot, now at the 
end of the dispensation; when a new order of men shall 
act in the place of the corrupt gangs which now infest 
every departmefit of the world’s activities, to shape 
the form and function of government, then there will be 
ushered in the regime of fellowship and good will to 
men; then will the peace have arrived which the angels 
predicted at the annunciation of the birth of the Son of 
God. , 
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The Pediment of the Metaphysical Domain.

TRUTHS OF KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 
A Presentation of Principles of the Cellular Cosmogony and Related 
Subjects, in Reply to an Opponent and Critic. 


(Written for the Hlorida Times-Union, by Dr. Cyrus R. TEED, 
Founder of the System, and published in that Daily Nov. 7, 1905.) 


DITOR FLORIDA TIMES-UNION :—In the perusal 

of your valuable paper and educator I have no- 
ticed the discussion between Professor Pepper and Mr. 
John S. Sargent. I attempted to read the last article 
of the aforesaid Pepper, but my interest was ab- 
sorbed in my first attempt, in an old story which I had 
heard many years ago; and in spite of myself I could 
not dissipate from my mind the intrusion. The story 
is as follows: A man, no doubt of the profane order, 
was converted from the error of his ways to the belief 
in experimental religjon as held to by the orthodox 
churches. He was called upon for the first time in his 


life to offer up prayer, being taken by surprise, and not 


knowing what to say exactly, he began by saying, “O 
Lord, please have mercy on the poor; upon Brother 
Rumsey and his family please bestow thy precious gifts. 
Send, O Lord, out of thy bounty, a barrel of potatoes, 
a barrel of onions, a barrel of turnips, a barrel of flour, 
a barrel of pork, a barrel of salt; and, dear Lord, a 
barrel of pepper.” Hesitating a moment, as if to re- 
consider, he ejaculated, “O h—ll! that's too much pep- 
per.” But upon reconsideration, and in the conviction 
that with the prominence, discretion, instructive force, 
and popularity of the valuable Florida Times-Union, 
there must be some good reason for so large a quantity 
of pepper, I thought I would reperuse the article and if 
possible discover the cause for the devotion of so large 
a space to the propagation of the article, pepper. 


The Contrast of Truth and Fallacy. 


In my second perusal I discovered one of the oppor- 
tunities of my life to make the contrast of truth 
with fallacy, knowledge with ignorance; and I could not 
(or would not) resist the temptation to place in con- 
trast the Koreshan Universology as propounded in Ko- 
reshan Science, and the science of the day as propounded 
by Professor Pepper. It would be impossible for the 
columns of your paper to admit a complete answer to 
so much fallacy in one contribution, and I will therefore 
confine myself to the consideration of the gentleman’s 
most prominent blunders. In referring to Professor 
Pepper’s ignorance I do not wish your readers to infer 
that I would question his standing in the profession, as 
an educated man after the order of the schools of the 
age, as they stood ten or fifteen years ago. The more 
recent investigations and discoveries have made the 
text-books of the schools of no particular use in the 
domain of physics and chemistry, and in the coordinate 
` branches of study. 

The first point worthy of consideration in Prof. 
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Pepper’s article is his statement that “I am ata loss to 
divine why these gentlemen so strenuously deny the 
convexity of the outer surface-of the earth. Even if 
their theory of the concavity of the earth be true, in 
the first place they have never been on the outside to 
settle the fact of its shape.” “Now come with me,” 
says the Professor, “to the glass factory, and we will 
have the workmen blow a lot of glass balls, large and 
small, and each and every one of them will be hollow 
and concave on the inside and distinctly convex on the 
outside, and the walls will be of equal thickness all over; 
and soit would be with the earth were it hollow.” Is the 
Professor ignorant of our claims, as his rejoinder indi- 
cates, or does he suppose he can switch us off the ques- 
tion at issue for the purpose of taking the lead on the 
run from the main question? 

Wehave not discussed thesubject of the shape of the 
outside of the world, but of the surface upon which we 
reside. The question at issue is this: ‘Is it concave 
or convex?” Primarily, I questioned the system of 
modern astronomy because it was predicated upon an 
hypothesis. Hypothesis is a Greek word meaning 
guess. A working hypothesis is a working guess. I 
have seen so many working guesses promulgated as 
the veritable truth, and subsequently renounced, and 
other hypotheses substituted, to be again renounced, 
that I considered a guess in so called science as abso- 
lutely worthless. Copernicus said of his own system: 
“Neither let.any one,sofar as hypotheses areconcerned, 
expect anything certain from astronomy, since that 
science can afford nothing of the kind. The hypothesis 
[guess] of the terrestrial motion of the earth was noth- 
ing but an hypothesis, valuable only so far as it ex- 
plained phenomena, and not to be considered with refer- 


ence to absolute truth.” This being the opinion of the 


founder of the Copernican system, regarding his own 
hypothesis, is it particularly remarkable that one who 
is desirous for the absolute truth should seek some 
other authority than the guesser who is dubious of the 
truth of his own hypothesis? The modern scientists 
are no more certain of the truth of the convexity and 
motion of the earth than was Copernicus; for even at 
this late date they are seeking for some incontrovertible 
proof of this prodigious guess of the predecessors of 
Copernicus, concerning which he expressed his doubt. 
Demonstration by the Three-Method Test. $ 


I took three methods for the determination of the 
character of the surface occupied by the inhabitants of 
the earth: First, the law of analogy (life being gener- 


ated in a cell in its particular phases, it must be corre- 


spondingly cellular in its general phases; and universal 
life must correspond in its development to particular 
life in its development) ; second, the law of optics was a 
means of proving the concavity; and third, the law of 
mechanics was employed in demonstrating the proof of 
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the concavity of the earth. Now the reason we are 
strenuous to convince the world that the surface of the 
earth inhabited by its various kinds of life is concave, 
is because, in contradistinction to the scientists, we 
have predicated our proposition upon actual demon- 
stration, as against the confessed hypothetical argu- 
ments of the professors of the fast-declining school of 
modern socalled science. Mr.Sargent has not discussed 
the character of the outside of the earth, but merely 
the inside—the side we inhabit, the concave surface. 
The scientific world has never given one proof of the 
convexity of the earth. They have presented testimony, 
but never one word of evidence. This accounts for our 
strenuosity. We are strenuous because we are deter- 
mined that the world shall possess the truth, founded 
upon demonstrated premises rather than upon hy- 
potheses. 

What I declare regarding the world, which is 
another word for the universe, is that it is a great con- 
cave cell or sphere, and so demonstrated by the three 
above-named processes of commensuration; and that 
as life in its least form develops in the cell, so life in its 


greatest form also develops within the cell or womb of: 


creation. A mechanical line extended from a perpen- 
dicular at right angles from the vertical point, if it bea 
rectiline, will extend into the water at a distance pro- 
portionate with the height of the perpendicular, from 
the initiation of the rectiline. This I have absolutely 
demonstrated. Now my position is, that a premise 
guessed at for an argument, logically followed, will lead 
to a conclusion as much an hypothesis as the premise 
from which the argument started. If the premise is a 
guess, and the argument is logical from that guess, the 
conclusion.is necessarily a guess. 


Perspective Foreshortening and Phenomena at Sea. 


Now, Mr. Sargent says “that the ship's -hull goes 
out of sight by reason of a blur.” Ofcourse, Mr. Sar- 
gent does not say anything of the kind, but Professor 
Pepper so misconstrues what Mr. Sargent does state. 
Mr. Sargent states the Koreshan argument, which is, 
that the ship disappears by reason of perspective fore- 
shortening, on a geolinear surface. When a shiprecedes 
from view, or goes out to sea, the hull disappears first. 
Every one knows this to be a fact. The reason for this 
phenomenon is not so well and universally known. In 
an interview I had with Professor Harkness a few years 
ago in Washington, D. C., I asked: “Professor, if after 
a ship has receded from view when going out to sea, it 
can be brought into view with a telescope, would that 
be proof that the earth is not convex?” The Professor 
unhesitatingly replied that it would-be a proof, but 
that it could not be done. When I asked him how he 
knew this, and if he had ever made the observation, he 
replied that.he knew without making any observation, 
though he had never made the observation. I asked 


him if he would look through a telescope, where a 


number of witnesses would declare that the phenomenon 


is true, and he replied: “I would not.” When I asked 


him. why he would not, when it was declared by a 
number of witnesses that a telescope would bring into 
view a ship that had disappeared, he replied: “I am 
perfectly satisfied.” I pronounce that attitude bigoted 
and emphatically unscientific. Yet this is the attitude 
of most so called scientific men of the prevailing school 
of astronomy. : 

The ship does not disappear hull first in receding: 


from view because of the convexity of the earth, butit 


does disappear by reason of the foreshortening of per- 
spective in a line on the surface of the earth, which a 
school boy nine years of age of ordinary intellectuality 
could easily understand. 

Divide the perspective on the surface of the earth 
into one mile distances or spaces; the first mile will ap- 
pear to be comparatively long, the second mile will ap- 
pear to be shorter than the first, the third mile will 
appear to be much shorter than the second mile, and 
the succeeding distances will foreshorten in a greatly 
accelerated ratio, until the last mile space will totally 
disappear, not because of convexity, but because of per- 
spective foreshortening. Every artist applies this prin- 
ciple of foreshortening to his landscape; while every as- 
tronomer tries to account for the phenomenon differ- 
ently from the artist. The artist applies the fact, but 
theseientist ignoresit. The artist isthe true delineator ; 
the astronomer is the subterfugist. Any object on the 


geolinear surface beyond the perspective would appear 
or seem to go out of sight by convexity, because the ~ 


appearance of convexity is appearance only. “If this 
were true—that the hull disappears by a blur—the blur 
would hide the mast long before it would hide the hull.” 
Right here the learned Professor shows his ignorance of 
what is claimed by the Koreshan System of science, also 
of the laws of perspective, and of the science of perspec- 
tive foreshortening.. The Professor could not have 
made these mistakes if he had carefully perused, as he 
says he has, THE CELLULAR COSMOGONY. 


Perspective as Applied to Astronomy. 


The Professor looms up with this threadbare argu- 
ment—one which the Koreshans have answered a thou- 
sand times: “The heavens are mapped out and divided 
into constellations; one half of these constellations are 
visible in the Northern Hemisphere, and one half of 
them in the Southern Hemisphere. Now, start from 
Baffin's Bay or Bering Sea and travel south, and the 
North Star and the Northern constellations will set as 


the sun sets and go out of sight, and the Southern con- 


stellations will rise and come into view as the sun and 
moon rise and come into view; that is, sink below the 


curvature of the earth and rise from behind the curva- ` 


ture of the earth.”

Professor Pepper takes it for granted, upon the as- 
` - sumption made by men in past ages, that the earth is 
convex, and he therefore incorporates his assumptions 
into his statements, as if these disappearances and ap- 
pearances could not be accounted for upon more satis- 
factory and reasonable grounds. If the earth were flat 
for ten thousand miles and a luminous object were at a 
certain elevation, or at a certain angle, we will say 
forty-five degrees, and one should travel away from the 
direction of that object, would it not decrease in alti- 
tude, or appear to set, not by reason of the convexity 
of the surface, but by virtue of the foreshortening of the 
distance between the object and the surface over which 
the object stood? Does not the law hold good with 
objects above one another, that causes them to ap- 
proach each other, lying on the surface of the earth, as 
one recedes from them, as for instance, the rails of the 
railroad track? Can the learned gentlemen be ignorant 
of such a law of foreshortening? Or if not ignorant of 
it, what will he do with this factor in his calculations, 
when it answers every query and cannot be ignored, 
while the convex theory cannot possibly enter as a 
factor into the proposition which is absolutely settled 
without it? I have demonstrated the fact of the con- 
cavity of the earth; now let us account for phenomena 
upon reasonable grounds, not upon hypothetical blun- 
ders. 


Facts of Geodesy Uersus Hypotheses. 


The Professor’s “loominosity” grows more ampli- 
tudinous as he proceeds. He takes us in a lurid and 
fanciful flight to the Lick Observatory, and asks the 
expert there to train his telescope on the heavenly ob- 
jects for our inspection. As if we had not been familiar 
= with these observations all our life, and with the con- 
clusions of the modern astronomers! But what does 
all this imagined amplitude, as magnified through the 
great magnifying powers employed in the Lick Observa- 
tory amount to, more than small things made to ap. 
pear large by magnification? 

If the earth, upon the supposition that it is convex, 
be rotating upon its axis at the rate of twenty-four 
thousand miles in twenty-four hours; and if it be re- 
volving in an immense orbit around the sun, the calcu- 
lations being made upon hypothetical assumptions, 
and upon these assumptions the sun be ninety-two or 
three million miles distant, then all the deductions of 
modern science as to immensity and distance would 
be true. If, however, the fact is demonstrated that the 
earth does not revolve (and Copernicus declares that it 
does only as an hypothesis for the purpose of having 
some kind of a theory to rest upon); if it is demon- 
strated that it is not convex but concave; and if it is 
further demonstrated that the diameter of the cell is 
only about eight thousand miles, then some other ex- 
planation than that given by the hypothetical astrono- 
é mers must be substituted for the explanation of the 
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phenomena observed by the investigators of the earth 
and the heavens. Telescopes and photographs, referred 
to by Professor Pepper, amount to nothing as explana- 
tions of the phenomena of the earth and the heavens. 

In the Koreshan Geodetic Survey carried out by 
Professor Morrow at the instance of myself, (in which, 
by the use of a mechanical instrument which could and 
did determine a straight line from a perpendicular post, 
the rectiline extended into the plane of the water; that 
is, the line extended from a post ten feet and eight 
inches high, met the water surface at the distance of 
four miles from the starting point,) the earth actually 
curved upward at the ratio of eight inches to the mile. 
It was the only survey ever made for the purpose of 
demonstrating the shape of the earth, or to determine 
whether the earth be convex, flat, or concave. 

The earth is a concave sphere, demonstrated by 
three lines of calculation distinctly different, yet agree- 
ing in all their various applications. We are not beg- 
ging the question, but assert upon the verity of abso- 


lute demonstration, in contradistinction to the hy- 


pothetical methods of modern so called science, that 
there is and should be something more authoritative 
than hypothesis for the human reason to rest upon. I 
have supplied that fundamental and long-looked-for 
assurance of certainty. I offer it freely and gratui- 
tously to such as have searched in vain for some sub- 
stantial truth. 
The Spectroscope and Modern Physics. 

“No photographer,” says Professor Pepper, “has 
ever discovered a method of photographing sunshine, 
or moonshine, or focal rays of light.” Yet the astrono- 
mers which the Professor is advocating, will tell him 
that some of the stars which are within range of vision 
may have disappeared years ago, and their light has 
been so long in reaching us that, though the star has 
long ceased to exist, the light of it is still coming, if 
necessary, even for the photographer’s camera! The 
star is gone, but its light may be photographed! ‘The 
expert with his spectroscope,” says the Professor, “will 
show us how and by what unfailing means he can and 
does determine the materials out of which Jupiter and 
all the other heavenly bodies are constructed, and will 
demonstrate beyond cavil or guestion the diameter and 
circumference of the planet, its motions and activities.” 

While the Professor is so certain of the revelations 
of the spectroscope, the men who employ the spectro- 
scope are not at all so sure of its revelations. They are 
more modest in their pretensions than the Professor. 
They assure us that the substance emanating from a 
star passes an incalculable number of miles through a 
space infinitely dark, and that there is no luminous 
activity until the substance emanating from the star 
reaches our own atmosphere, after which it may have 
passed through changes, pbysical changes they call 
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them, which may materially alter its character. Since 
the discovery of radium, and with it the fact that 
radium, disseminating electrons and ions through its 
transmission but a little distance, may be transformed 
to helium, they are careful not to place too much con- 
fidence in the revelations of the spectroscope in relation 
to the “heavenly bodies.” 

Radium, a name given to a recently discovered sub- 
stance, constantly radiates particles so much smaller 
than the original atom of the physicist, that thousands 
of them are the product of the “shivering” of the atom. 
These corpuscles, called ions and electrons, are not re- 
garded as helium, but they are converted to helium 
after the “shivering” of the atom, and after the elec- 
trons and ions are metamorphosed or converted to 
helium. So the “experts” are at a loss to account for 


-the revelations of the spectroscope, and are not so cer- 


tain of its revelations as they were before the substance 
helium, transmitted from radium in so short a distance, 
could beconverted by some unknown process from oneto 
another substance. Ifthe “bombardment” ofan atom of 
radium against space can “shiver” the atom, and knock 
it all endwise and transform its character and make 
something else of it, then an atom from a star, after 
being knocked and “bombarded” through space for so 
many quintillions of miles that the scientist cannot 
compute the distance, could also be “shivered,” so that 
uncertainty might begin to prey upon the minds of the 
professors at the Lick Observatory. 

But let us return to the Professor’s question of the 
photography of “moonshine.” According to the sci- 
ence of Koreshan Universology,a star is the focal point 
of a reflection from a solid body, that solid body being 
in and constituting a stratum of five mineral lamine of 
the circumference of the earth. In looking at the star, 
the point in the stratum is seen by reflection. It is 
thus that the photograph is taken. It is also main- 
tained in the science of Universology, that in the star 
the corpuscles are rematerialized, and that there is a 
combustion of matter at the point where the focaliza- 
tion occurs.

Eclipses Foretold by Tables. 


Again I quote from your correspondent: “Mr. Sar- 
gent says that any tyro can calculate eclipses. I think 
I can safely say that it is doubtful if there is a man in 
Florida that can do this without long days of study 
and investigation. Any man who can determine when 
the moon will be between the earth and the sun, can fix 
the date of the eclipse of the sun, or that can determine. 


when the earth will be between the moon and the sun, 2 


can fix the date of the eclipse of the moon; no other can 
doit. The statement that eclipses come once in eight- 
een years is nonsense. They come every year. The 
eclipse periods are about one hundred and seventy-six 
days apart, and they come regularly at their appointed 
place each and every year.” Admitting this last state- 
ment of the Professor’s, it would require no calculation 
to determine the time; and a mere tyro could state the 
time if he merely observed the tables. 

Professor Pepper has mistaken Mr. Sargent’s state- 
ment regarding the eighteen-year period of eclipses. 
The ancients determined the eclipse period as well as 
modern astronomers; and they knew that eclipses oc- 
curred once in about eighteen years, eleven days, and a 
few hours. This means that this is the period of each 
specific character of an eclipse. We will say, for in- 
stance, that there is a certain eclipse of the moon ; the 
corresponding eclipse will occur at the appointed time, 


which is the period mentioned by Mr. Sargent, the . 
tables of which are recorded, and reference to these ` 


tables will enable the mere tyro to determine the recur- 
rence. Itis not an intricate mathematical problem ; 
and the Professor simply shows his ignorance when he 
attempts to dispute these facts. 


Revolution in Chemistry and Physics. 


“Nor, Mr. Sargent,” continues the Professor, “can 
one kind of matter be changed into another. You can 
make amalgams or combinations, but each ingredient 
will retain its own individuality. Copper will not be- 
come lead, nor will zinc, tin; no matter how you com- 
bine them. Noman, with all the labor that has been 
wasted, has ever produced a flake or nugget of gold.” 


The so called science of chemistry, upon which your 


correspondent predicates his conclusions or enunciates 
other men’s conclusions, is entirely hypothetical. The 
assumptions of chemistry are mere assumptions, and 


confessed to be such by the very founders of the pre- - 


tended science. No man ever saw an atom; nor is there 
a pronounced chemist who does not admit that the 
atomic theory is instituted to explain phenomena, and 
notsupposed to be a positive settlement of the question. 
The chemists have taught for a hundred years that 
the atom was the smallest conceivable particle of mat- 
ter—if there be such a thing as an atom, which they all 
doubt. Recent observations and experimentations 
have proven the atomic theory to be false; for it is now 
claimed by the foremost scientists that the atom is not 
the least possible division of matter, for the atom can 
be “shivered” into a thousand or ten thousand particles 
called ions and electrons; and these are capable of 


undergoing absolute mutations into other substances _ 
from what they were before the “shivering” of the small- _ 


est particle of matter of the old school,—to which the 
Professor seems to belong and adhere. 


I subjoin the names of some prominent men whodo z 


not agree with Professor Pepper about the indivisibility 
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and metamorphosis of the atom. Lord Kelvin, after 
devoting as much thought and investigation as Profes- 
sor Pepper, advocates the principle of transmutation 
of matter, maintaining that ions and electrons are the 
results of the “shivering” of the atom of the chemist;

A Lesson in Meteorology. 


I will call attention to one other statement made 
by the learned gentleman.

I will quote, lest I be accused of 
misstatement: “Everybody knows that immense quan- 
tities of water in the shape of vapor rise constantly 
from the earth, sometimes visible, as in fogs and clouds, 
sometimes invisible.

lighter than the air, and rises.” Now, the fact is, Pro-.

ance, for no man knows anything of the kind. Fog 
never rises, nor does a cloud. Fogs, clouds, rain, and 
water are all produced from the union, in somé form, 
of two equivalents of hydrogen and one of oxygen. A 
fog is composed of minute drops of water, and every 
atom or drop of that fog, so soon as it becomes such, 
begins to fall, because its specific gravity is greater 
than the atmosphere. A mass of fog seems to rise 
sometimes, but this is because the point of contact of 
the two meeting temperatures is rising, and the fog 
condenses at a higher altitude. No drop of fog, how- 
ever minute, rises, because it is always heavier than the 
atmosphere in which it is generated. Now, it is posi- 
tively known that there is no free hydrogen in the at- 
mosphere. The atmosphere is composed of oxygen and 
nitrogen, about four of the latter to one of the former, 
but no hydrogen. As hydrogen is the water producer, 
as its name indicates, where does the hydrogen come 
from that produces the rainfall? It cannot be found in 
the atmosphere. I can inform your correspondent 
whence it finds.its way into the production of rain; and 
I can further say that it is the discovery of one of the 
mysteries of Nature which I am trying to disclose to 
your readers, many of whom can understand it, though 
it may be beyond the comprehension of the density of 
the Professor. 

Water at the surface of the earth disintegrates 
through the process of evaporation, which process 
burns up the water, converting it to the condition 
which the later scientists call ions and electrons. It 
cannot be discovered by chemical means, therefore no 
hydrogen can be found in the atmosphere, even after 
the evaporation of water. This vapor will not alone 
recreate water. At the upper surface of the atmosphere 
there is a stratum of pure hydrogen, and at that point 
there is a corresponding disintegration in progress, and 
a coordinate gravic force (physical spirit) descends;

HE ANATOMY OF WORDS is in their orthographic 

: structure, in the written characters or outlines of 
which words are composed. When we pronounce words, 
we are said to articulate; we join the parts of the words to- 
gether. Articulation has also an anatomical meaning; it is 
the joining together of parts of the skeleton, or properly 
relating the joints of the bony frame. Thus the phrase 
we here use, ‘‘the anatomy of words,” is one specific- 
ally applicable to written and spoken words of language. 
Language and life are so related as to bednseparable; in- 
deed, language in its highest sense is life, for the most vital 
expression of thought is offspring. The divine speech 
originates in the Word made flesh, the God-Man. Language 
is wonderful; to speak is to transmit life and thought; to 
write is to commit to posterity. The words of language 
and the words of mortal generation are expressed from one 
and the same organ of the brain; it is the vital tongue of 
speech and generation. With these thoughts we introduce 
the subject of the ‘‘spelling reform.’’ Inasmuch as the re- 
form is so closely associated with life itself, or life’s expres- 
sion, it may be taken as a representative reform of modern 
times. It is well known that ‘‘sounds and letters disagree.” 
The problem is to make them agree. It would indeed be a 
saving of time and annoyance to have spoken and written 
language in perfect harmony. Many have been the at- 
tempts to introduce such changes in the spelling of words 
as would indicate their sounds generally and specifically. 
About 1840, the Pitmans began to promulgate ‘‘phonogra- 
phy,” which means writing by sound. Associated with 
` the phonography, a system of shorthand writing, was pho- 


netic spelling. Thousands of dollars were expended in 


fonts of type and printing of books in the new style of 
orthography. ‘The Pitmans conceived that their mission 


was to reform the world through making it easy for every- - 


body to spell correctly. But scarcely had the movement 
well begun, than variations were published by others both 
in America and Europe; until today perhaps there are 
fifty different phonetic alphabets advocated in the world. 
Contemporaneously with the spelling reform began the 
formation of artificial languages—one of the most notable 
of which was Volapiik, which was not only phonetic, but 
its grammar was invariable, without exception to any of its 
rules. So far, neither any of the artificial languages, nor 
artificial methods of spelling words have come into vogue; 
neither is there much headway in any of the movements 
looking to spelling reform. As we said, reform in spelling 
as attempted by well-meaning minds, may be taken as 
representative of all modern reforms so called. There is a 
recognition of the fact that there is something wrong; but 
the remedies are wholly inadequate to meet the demands for 
change. Nobody but the over-enthusiastic was ever satis- 
fied with having the words of the English language so 
miserably. caricatured as has been and is done by spelling 
reformers. ‘Then is not Koreshanity in favor of reform in 
spelling? It is, but not of the ludicrous attempts at the 
change, which have but succeeded in mutilating the forms 
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of words which convey to us distinct impressions of thought 
peculiar to themselves. We have grown familiar with the 
faces of the words; we hesitate when we see them in strange 
garb. The New Testament printed in phonetics reminds us 
of a clown delivering something serious to his audience. 
Every letter of the English alphabet has a meaning; and 
the combinations that have come down to us in English 
orthography have particular meanings which at some defi- 
nite time, will be scientifically analyzed and defined. It is 
all-important that these forms be perpetuated until the 
proper time. The meaning of the combinations is fraught 
with more importance to have their audible articulation 
conform to the frame-work or skeleton outline. The 
meaning is fixed in the orthography. Speech is variable ; 
and if words were spelled as sounded, there being no stand-. 
ard of pronunciation prevailing without exception through- 
out the English-speaking peoples, a chaos a thousand times — 
worse than present English orthography would reign in the 
sphere of spelling and writing. It is not spelling that has 
declined so much as speech; declension in speech is notably 
evinced in the existenceof provincialisms anddialects. Ko- 
reshanity advocates spelling reform, but it must be of the 
scientific order, and it must be instituted and carried out on 
a scientific basis. ‘There is coming a pure speech, the 
English purified. To eradicate from the language all that 
is corrupt is the work of the Koreshan System. No arbi- 
trary methods will be permitted; those wholly scientific and 
natural withal will be employed, so that ultimately the pure 
words will be clothed in appropriate forms of orthographic 


characters. 
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MATHEMATICS is considered to be the most exact sci- 
ence known to the modern world. It did not originate in 
recent times, but came down from the ancients. Butit is 
obviously imperfect; numerous problems confront the 
mathematician, and many of them he considers insoluble. 
Geometry is the science of measurement of the earth; it 
means simply, earth-measurement, from ge, earth, and 
metros, to measure. Geometry is the science of form, 
and it demonstrates the limitation of all things. Buta 
paradox has grown out of geometry. The greatest authority 
on geometry that the world recognizes today is Euclid, who 
put forth his system about 280 B. C. Most of his proposi- 
tions are subjects of direct demonstration, but some others 
are not susceptible of proof—and this fact is recognized by 
the ablest mathematicians. While geometry teaches the 
limitation of all things, giving the most emphatic testimony 
in its very basic principles and processes of demonstration, 
the idea of infinity has developed from certain Euclidian 
fallacies. Euclid did not perfect geometry; and its very 
incompleteness has left opportunity for development of falla- 
cious conceptions concerning extension. He knew no limit 
to space, or at least there have not come down from him 
positive statements to show that he conceived of the possi- 
bility of limitation of space. Euclidian geometry lacked r 


specifically, the elucidation of the principles of squaring the 


circle or incubing of the sphere. Had he been able to em- 
body its principles in propositions susceptible of demonstra- 
tion, he would have been able to present to the world a per- 
fect system of geometry. What geometry lacks today is 
about one-half of possible elements of the relations and pro- 
portions of form. It lacks the science of circular measure. 
Had Euclid understood circular measure, and not linear 
only, there would not remain today those principles to be 
revealed to the world. The German system of geometry, 
known as the non-Euclidian, embodies an effort to correct 
some of the misconceptions of Euclid. Euclid's theory of 
parallels is strenuously assailed. No geometer today will 
assert that such theory has been demonstrated, though it is 
obviously taken for granted. The new geometry declares 
that space is limited, because geometry teaches the limita- 
tion of extension. The primary idea of the illimitability of 
space is a fundamental fallacy which bars the way to intel- 
lectual progress in the way of truth. Koreshanity is des- 
tined to bring a revival of the absolute mathematics. It 


finds the fundamentals of mathematics in life itself, and 


begins to unfold all relations from a central point. ‘The 
order of mathematical evolution is perfect.. The spiral is a 
neglected factor in modern mathematics, and the principles 
of determination of the exact length of a circumference are 
unknown. We have met people who sought to prove or dis- 
prove, by application of imperfect mathemathics, the Ko- 
reshan principles of squaring the circle. If modern mathe- 
matics is not capable of solving the problem of squaring the 
circle, it is obviously beyond its capacity to scientifically 
test the Koreshan solution of the great problem. The 
New Mathematics brings its own absolute principles and 
processes of demonstration. 
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WHEN THE telescope was first invented astronomers 


. were in high glee, because it was thought that with visual 


power increased, the secrets of the universe would soon be 
revealed. Today there are giant telescopes with the highest 


_ possible magnifying power, with cameras attached, and 


every facility for observation and record of the views of 
“the heavenly bodies.’’ Though the visible moon is nearer 
the surface of the earth than any other orb of the sky, 
it is just as mucha mystery today as it was before the 
telescope was used. The use of the instrument has only 
multiplied theories and speculations concerning conditions 
which exist on the moon. A worn-out, dead world, the 
moon is thought to be; some say that it has no atmosphere; 
others hold that there is a little air left, and perhaps some 
water. It is supposed that a million of years or so ago, the 
moon did little else than erupt its contents through the 


numerous “craters” which now appear on the surface. It 


is thought that the face of Fair Luna has been marred by 
various cosmical diseases, persistent eruptions and species 
of small-pox which have pitted the face. Professor Picker- 
ing has somehow persuaded himself that life may exist on 
the moon, even though it may be 200° in the shade during 
the lunar day, and nearly absolute zero, or 460° below 
Fahrenheit zero, during the lunar night. He supposes 


_ that volcanic heat exists in the moon, and there may be 


warmth enough in the cavities to sustain life. Apparent 
changes on the moon are thought to be due to vegetation in 
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processes of growth and decay. Parasites on the face of 


‘the moon may attend the supposititious vegetation. The 


world “learned” a great deal about the moon through the 
noted ‘‘Mooy Hoax,” in which it was “revealed” not only 
that the moon is inhabited, but photographs and drawings 
of men, animals, vegetation, houses, hills, and: ‘rivers, were 
published. Of course that was fiction; but there is other 
fiction that passes for truth. There is no more palpable, no 
more absurd nor withal unmixed fiction, than modern as- 
tronomy. It is the most utter perversion of the truths of 
existence possible to conceive; it is- the exact reverse of 
truth, there being not one true conclusion in modern sci- 
ence concerning the form and function of the universe. 
An infinite Creator and an illimitable cosmos filling infinite 
space, constitute correlate vagaries in modern religion and 
science. The scientific fiction that is current is strange; 
but truth is far more strange, because the world is unac- 
quainted with it; but it is posslble for them to recognize its 
authority and make it their own. 
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“THE SPEED craze” is that phase of competism which 
evinces the operation of the law of acceleration. To excel 
in velocity of progress is the ambition of the hour in vari- 
ous departments of activity. The speed craze is in nearly 
everything in some form or other; it leads to strenuous en- 
deavor to outstrip the neighbor and “'get there” first. 
Hence we have speed contests in shorthand, typewriting, and 
type-setting; the racing of horses, automobiles, railway 
trains, power boats, yachts, ocean greyhounds, and war- 
ships; competition for business, and tests of skill and en- 
durance; and there is even racing around the world, to say 
nothing of the efforts to send messages around the world in 
the shortest possible time. The tendency of the times is 
rapidity; no sooner is the pace set in any line, than at- 
tempts are made to break the record. This is an age of 
acceleration; the nineteenth century introduced the era of 
rapid transit; and there has been a corresponding increase 
of facility in almost every line of activity. ‘Thousands and 
millions wonder at the gathering momentum, but who of 
the masses correctly interpret the startling phenomena ob- 
served in the paths of motion? Whence the impetus? 
Whither is it leading? Is it irresistible attraction toward 
the goal of righteousness that moves the world in the mani- 
festation of its genius? We have but to observe the ele- 
ments that sweep along in the currents, to solve the problem 
of the meaning of the acceleration. If the swift motion 
were toward righteousness, the corruptions of the world 
would grow less and less in proportion to the ratio of ac- 
celeration in the fields of rapid transit. The speed craze 
possesses the politician and the grafter, the captain of in- 
dustry and the trust magnate. The old world is nearing 
the whirlpool, the vortex; it is in the down-rush of the broad 
Way, and rapid is the motion of every craft. The move- 
ments must terminate in the center of the vortex, in the 
end of the spiral, where the crisis of the revolution is met 
and the world transformed from its pivotal point. Time 
foreshortens, the day of the end of the old order hastens, 
that the flesh of fallen man may be transformed to the flesh 
of the Immortals, and the day of peace ushered in upon the 
world. 
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The Astronomy of the Great Pyramid. 


“Science now computes the distance to 
the sun to be all the way from 90,000,000 
to 95,000,000 miles from the earth. Ac- 
cording to. the architect of the Great 
Pyramid, the mean distance to the sun is 
exactly 91,840,000 miles. He seems to 
have had about the same trend of mind 
as modern science, different in being posi- 
tive as to exact figures, which is far 
better, if only true. I suppose we could 
get down to exact science if we would 
only allow. God to arrange our text- 
books.” 

The Great Pyramid of Egypt isa 
revelation of truth concerning the uni- 
verse; it is truth expressed in geometry. 
But the Great Pyramid does zoź teach 
that the sun is 91,840,000 miles from 
the earth; the astronomer-royal of 
Scotland thought that it did, from the 
basis of certain assumptions he made 
regarding the import and purpose of 
the great structure. 

Fallacy is the inversion and perver- 
sion of truth. The absolute of fallacy 
is the exact opposite from the absolute 
of truth. The Copernican system of 
astronomy is the climax of speculation 
as to the form and function of the uni- 
verse; its premise is the -earth—or 
rather, the conception that the surface 
upon which we live is convex.

times its own height? 

The modern astronomer turns the 
earth inside out, and it indicates that 
the sun is 92,000,000 miles away. Its 
true relations and geometrical functions 
show the sun to be less than 1,000 
miles from the earth’s surface. Turn 
the Pyramid inside out, and it just as 
inevitably inverts the order of its testi- 
mony and makes it speak in the terms 
of fallacy. 

Primarily, the Pyramid reveals the 
truths of life, the laws of involution 
and evolution, and the principles of in- 
cubation. It teaches the laws of cel- 
lular life, because all incubation is of 
and from the egg or cell. The Pyra- 
mid incubes the sphere and squares 
the circle. These principles are prin- 
ciples of universal life. The universe 
is cellular. The sphere written in the 
Pyramid in the terms of its own ge- 
ometry, is the sphere of the universe, 
not merely the sphere of a planet, a 
mere speck in space. The earth, the 
Bible, and the Pyramid, as well as the 
anatomy of man, must all agree as to 
the form and ftinction of the womb of 
Nature, the cell of development.

An Ordinance Providing for the Kegula- 
tion of the Estero Parks and Grounds, 


It is hereby Ordained by the Mayor and 
Council of the Town of Estero. 


That the Parks, including their 
walks, paths, terraces, and bridges. shall 
not be used, or entered upon by the public, 
save as prescribed and permitted by the 
proper authority. All occasions of their 
opening to the public, will from time to 
time be announced, stating the day and 
hours when so open.
